and repent of finne , and come to heare the word of God’, you 
come to feeke for excellent pearles; and here alfo he infifted: 
his fecond Queftion was, What is this pearle of great price? 
now in anfwer to thie Queftion he didnot pitch it on Chrift* 
alone, and fhew the worth and price: of Chrift’: but-he did: 
pitch it on faith in Jefus Chrift, and repentance for finne, and’ 
ftood upon the excellency and neceflitie thereof, And this was: 
the greateft defe& F obferved imhis Exercife, which feeing I un- 
dertake to relate that which none but my felfe underftood, 1

body. Another was like a Crow, and did looke out fharply to 
difcover milchiefes coming towards him, and had its refidence 
inchis ‘head, Thethird was like to'a Pidgeon, end had its place» 
in -his breaft, and was very cunning about’ any -bufinefle. The °

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fourth was like a Serpent, very fubtile to doe mifchicfe, and 
-alfo.todoe great cures, and thefe he faid were meere Devills, 
and fuch as he had trufted to for fafetie,and did labour to raile 
up for the accomplifhment of any thing in his diabolical] 
craft, but now he faith, that he did defire that the Lord would 
free him from them,and that he did repent in his heart,becaufe 
of his finne. - 

The other faid his Confcience was much troubled for 
his finne, and they both defired the Lord would ‘teach them 
his wayes, have mercy upon them , and pardon their finnes, 
for Jefus Chrift his fake: and truely it did give to us who were 
prefent a great occafion of praifing the Lord,to fee thofe poore 
naked fonnes of Adam,and flaves to the Devill from their birth | 
to come toward the Lord as they did, with their joynts fhak- 
ing, and their bowells trembling, their {pirits troubled, and 
their voyces with much fervency, uttering words of fore dif= 
pleafure againft fin and Satan, which they had imbraced from 
their Childhood with fo much delight , accounting it alfo 
now their finne, that they had not the knowledge of God.

Thirdly, that they were fo hurtfullin their lives, and were 
alfo thankfull that now through the blefling of God they had 
an opportunitie to be delivered out of that dangerous Condi- 
tion. The Indians did all much rejoyce to fee the Pawwayws 
turne from their wicked wayes to ferve the Lord. Not long af- 
ter the Papwaws had forfaken their old way, ona Le&ure day 
after Exercife diverfe Indians defired to become the fervants of 
theLord, amongh whom was a Pawwaw, called Tequanonim, 
who was of great efteeme and very notorious; for he as they. 
faid, and in their ignorance conceived, never did hurt to any, 
but alwayes good, endeavouring the good and prefervation 
of the Indians; whereunto alfo he was accompted by them to be 
ftrongly provided. And as himf{elfe faid he had been poffefled 
from the Crowne of the head to the foal of the foore with 
‘Pawwawnomas, not onely in the fhape of living Creatures, as 
Fowles,Fifhes,and creeping things, but Braffe, Iron, and Stone. 
It was therefore the more to be acknowledged the worke of 
God, that he fhould forfake this wey: his friends, his gaine, to 
‘ | follow 
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follow the Lord , whofe wayes are fo defpifable in the eyes of 
dcvillith minded men. This Pawwaw declaring by what meanes 
the Lord tooke him off this devillifh Trade, faid that he had: 
heard fome things from my Father, who cooke occafion to 
difcourfe wich him about the way of true happineife, that he 
thould never forget, blefied be God, his Counfel! had fo good 
an effe&, as I hope ic hach on many others. It pleafed the Lord 
who will have ail che gods of the earth tobe terrible unto hims. 
For he meeting Mumanequem in the wood by accident, told him 
that he was glad he had an opportunitie to fpeake his minde 
unto him, for he had many fearchings of heart about his. 
Pamwawing, and did thinke ic wasnova good way, and that 
God was angry wich him for it; for faid-he my wite hath been 
a long time ae and the more J. Pawwavw for her, the ficker fhe 
is; And this doth agree wich an obfervation of the Indians of: 
this Ifland, viz. that fince che Word of God hath been taughe 
unto them inthis place, the Pawwaws have been much foyled: 
in their devillifh taskes, and chat inftead of curing have rather 
killed many ; but in a word the fruic of this and all other: 
meanes was a publique manifeftation of hatred. to his former 
wayes, wondering he was yet alive who was fo finfull , and: 
chat he defired to be better, and to believe in Chrift, for whofe 
fake onely , he did believe his finnes could be pardoned, and: 
that hedid defire to heare the word of God. This man hereby: 
hath made thofe of his own houfe to be his Enemies ; his wife,. 
his children, and moft of his friends.and kindred; who remaine 
obitinate ftill, whereby he meets with many troubles & temp- 
‘tations: one of his brethren being very ficke did earneftly de- 
fire that he would Pawwaw for him, which he refufed, his bro- 
ther cold him that he might keep it private,but he ftill refafed, 
telling him that nocwithftanding that, ifhe fhould anfwer his. 
defire, he fhould breake his Covenant, and finne againftGod 5. 
and therefore would not. : | 
There came prefling in at the fame time about fiftie Indians, 
defiring to joyne.with che wor(hippers. of God in his fervice. 
it would be toolong for mee to fet downe what every one {aid - 
before they entred into Covenant, onely this [may not emic,. 
-that.all of then: came confefling their finnes, fome in ee 
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thé naughtineffe of their hearts, others in particular, a&uall 
finnes they had lived in; and alfo they all defired to be made 
better, and to attend unto the Word of God, to that end 
_ looking onely to Chrift Jefus for falvation. I obferved alfe 
that they generally came in by Families, bringing alfo cheic 
Children with them; faying, t have broughe my Children coo, 
I would have my Children ferve God wich us,! defire that this 
fon and this daughter may worthip Febevab, and if they could 
but fpeake, cheir parents would have them fay fomething, to 
thew their willingneffe to ferve God: And when the Gomman- 
dements were repeated, they all acknowledged them to be 
good, and made choice of Febovab to be their God , prontifing 
by hiehelpe to walke according tohis Counfells: And when 
they were received by them that were before in chisgenerall 
Govenant; it was by lowde voyces giving chankes to God thae 
they were met together in the wayes of Febsuab ; this is all -be- 
foretheendoftheyeare 1650. — 

And now through the mercy of Ged there are an hundred 
ninetic-nine men, women, and children, that have profefled 
themfelves to be worthippers of che great and everliving God. 
There are now two meetings kept every Lords day, the one

re(t fang chearefully, and prettie tuneablie. I'rid on purpofe 
thither being diftanc from my dwelling about thirty-cight or 
fortic miles, and truely L'account it one of the beft Journeys 
I made thefe many yeares. Some few dayes after I defireé’ Mz 
Eliot briefely to Write mee the fabftance of the Indians Exercife, 
which when he wene thither againe, namely, to Naticke, where 
the Indians dwell, and where the Indian caught , he read what 
he remembred of it fielt to their Schoole-Mafter, who isan Jn- 
dian and teacheth them. and their Children to write, and] faw 
him write alfo in Englifv, who doth it true and very legible, 
and asked him if it were right. and he {aid yea, alfo he read it 
unto others, and to the man himfelfe, who alfo owned it. 
To tell you of cheir induftry and ingenuitie in building of an 
houfe after the Englifo manner, the hewing and {quaring 
of their tymber the fawing of the boards themfelves 3 and 
making of aChimaney in it, making of their ground(ells and 
wall- plates, and mortifing, and Jetting in the fludds into theny 
-artificially, there being bat one Englifh-man a Carpenter to | 
fhevr them., being but two.dayes with them > is remarkeable, 
They have alfo built a Fort therewith halfe trees clefc about 
cighe or cen. Inches‘over,about ten or twelve foote high, befides 
what isintrencht inthe ground, which is above a quarter of 
an acaeof grownd, as I judge. They have al fo builz a foott 
bridge over Charles River , with Groundfells and Spurres. t@

and brafes very neatly and artificially , all which thewes they ae 
are induftrious and ingenuous.

Jurifdi&ion of Plymouth, and Mt Blynman , who lives now in 
a new Plantation in the ‘Peguotts Countrey. As for the fuce 
cefle of the preaching of the Gofpel unto the Natives, I have -- 
heard M: Eliot affirme, that he is-fo well perfwaded of the 
Worke of grace in fome of them, as that-he could comforta- 
-bly joyne in Churchefellowfhip wich them : Mr Mabew alfo 
(C who came to fee mee a little before my coming from thence } 
told me that after M: Wbitfeilds coming thence ( for he had 
-been upon that Ifland, as he came to the Bay, and was prefent _ 
alfo with M'Mabew amongft the Indians) there were-neer upon — 
one hundred (1 think he faid' Ninety and odd ) perfons of them 
more who came in to heare-him preach unto them, and fome 
| Pawawsalfo, and one of fome Eminency amongft them, who 
did acknowledge his Evil] in fuch doings , and made a Decla- 
ration of themanner how he came at the firft to be a Pawaw, 
tthe which alfo M: Mabew did relate unto mee. Sir, that there 
is fuch a work in hand in New-England as the preaching of the 
‘Gofpel unto the Natives there,all the Magiftrates and Minifters 
and people in that place( who know any thing) will be readie 
to atteft, and therefore fuch as dare affirme the contrary, may
